Cities own neighborhood 


Home burglary victim 


contests crime figures 


area residents and police know 
who the burglars are . '

Official figures indicate that 
Romulus experienced an overall 
decline in burglaries in the past few 
months, but at least one resident said 
that is “hogwash.” 

In fact, at the the time the police 
statistics were released three weeks 
ago, the resident said her subdivision in 
the Smith Road and Middlebelt area 
was the scene of 12 break-ins during a 4- 
day period. 

Hie woman, who asked that her name 
be withheld, went on to say that the 
dozen birglaries is a typical number 
for a 4-to-5 day period in the residential 
area. 

“WE WERE counting the burglaries 
that week when we read in the paper 
that the police said burglaries are 
down,” she said “We couldn’t believe 
it, since there is all this crime going on 
around here.” 

Hie woman, who said she lives on 
Kempa Street, added that not only 
burglaries but robberies are a problem 
at the nearby Vince and Sons Market 
where she is a clerk. 


‘‘It’s been robbed seven or eight 
times in the last year and three times 
this year,” she said. “I was working 
during two of them.” 

Hie woman, who said she is 43 years- 
old and has seven children, added that 
her home was burglarized during the 
summer and $300 was taken. An elderly 
man living on nearby Burton Street had 
$1,700 stolen from a safe, she added. 

AND THE most frustrating part of it 
all, she cont inued , is that area residents 
and the police know who the burglars 
are but can do nothing about it. 

‘‘I know and the police know that it is 
kids from the neighborhood doing, it, 
but the police can’t seem to do anything 
about it because they’re juveniles,” she 
said. 


“They have their own private little 
burglary ring and seem tobe able to get 
away with anything. Their parents 
don’t care about them,” she added. 

She said Romulus Juvenile Of- 
fiver William Chapoton has been 
trying to deal with the situation, but 
apparently has been unsucessful. 
Chapoton, whois assigned to the city by 
the Wayne County Sheriffs Depart- 
ment, was unavailable for comment. 

HIE RESIDENT said suprisingly, 
most of the break-ins in her neigh- 
borhood are daytime crimes, and 
homeowners are living scared. 

“There’s not much we can do about it, 
even though we have locks on our doors 
and dogs in the yards. I have a shotgun 


in case they try to come in while we’re 
home,” she added 

Hiewoman, who said she has lived in 
her home 11 years, claimed she and 
other burglary victims get little 
sympathy or satisfaction from the 
police. 

“The police investigate, but they 
cant do anything,” she said. “Once 
when 1 was working at the store it was 
robbed, and I went downtown and 
picked the man out of a lineup and even 
testified against him. I helped the 
police lock the guy up, but when my 
house is burglarized they say they can’t 
do anything about it.”/,. 

POLICE statistics released Oct. 21 
indicated that Romulus experienced a 
zero increase in breaking-and-entering 
crimes from August to October, but the 
number of burglaries rose on the whole 
during the first nine months of the year. 

Police say much of the crime is 
committed by persons who take ad- 
vantage of the easy access from 1-94. 

“Hiey just drop in off the ex- 
pressway, pull a break-in and they’re 
gone before you know it,” said a police 
official. 



New school plans continue

Groundbreaking ceremonies for 
North Junior High School on Wick Road 
were set for 11 a m. on Dec. 7 as plans 
for construction took another step 
forward this week. 

The Romulus Board of Education 


Maiday night approved contract bids 
totaling $1,257,575 for the second phase 
of the work, including the laying of the 
foundation and the erection of the 
building’s structure. 

The board’s action, based upon the 
recommendation of architect Charles 


Sherman brought the total contracts to 
$1,466,255. 

Contracts for phase one, including 
site clearing, sewer and water, 
amounted to $208,680. They were ap- 
proved on Sept. 9. 

The school, scheduled for completion 
by the beginning of the school in 1976, is 


part of a program including the con- 
struction of three elementary schools. 

The first of the three, Wick 
Elementary School is expected to be 
ready by September 1975. 

Bids for furniture for the elementary 
school will be considered at the 
board’s nest meeting on Nov. 25.

Federal funds to help ease city jobless rate

Nineteen Romulus residents either 
are off the unemployment rosters or 
will be soon, thanks to $163,726 coming 
to the city from the federal govern- 
ment 

Hie appropriated finds are part of 
the government’s multi-million dollar 
Comprehensive Employment Training 
Act (CETA) program, which grants 
money to cities 1 0 be used in hiring and 
training unemployed residents for city 
jobs. 

Hie money originally is given to the 


counties, which in turn distribute it 
among their member cities. Townships 
can receive no CETA funds. 

ACCORDING to Romulus city of- 
ficials^ total of 19 jobs will be created 
by the time the hiring process con- 
cludes. Hiring began in August and 10 
persons have been given jobs so far. 
Officials said about 100 persons have 
applied for positions. 

“It’s great when we can have a 
program like this to help cut unem- 
ployment, especially now when it is so 


bad,” said Romulus Treasurer John B. 
Lewkowicz. 

Among the positions being created 
within the city are office, clerical, 
mechanic, Department of Public Works 
(DPW) jobs and an animal control 
officer. Romulus City Clerk Leonard 
Folmar said two mechanic instructors 
will be hired for the DPW “to train 
other employes and upgrade the 
department’s skills.” 

The CETA funds also will be used to 
pay the salary of a new federal grant 
officer position being created within the 


city. The grant officer will deal solely 
with trying to obtain grant money for 
Romulus. 

IN ADDITION, a “records 
technician” will be hired, to put city 
hall records and files in order, Folmar 

said. 

“We’ve never had any organized 
system of keeping records here,” he 
added. Folmar, along with Lewkowicz 
and City Personnel Manager Lorraine 
Kubiak, was instrumental in obtaining 
the funds. 

Under CETA rules, no employe’s 


salary may be higher than $10,000 
annually. Folmar said Wayne County, 
Romulus’ grant agent, recommends an 
$8,000 per year salary average. He 
added that if the city wishes to pay a 
CETA employee more than $10,000, it 
must subsidize anything over the 
$10,000 mark. 

He said the pay scale is the same as 
other city employes. 

Hie only requirement for a CETA job 
is that the applicant must have been out 
of work at least 30 days prior to ap- 


plying. The city, in addition, will train 
all persons hired. 

FUNDING FOR Romulus’ share of 
theCETA program continues until June 
30, 1976, when the 19 persons, if still 
employed either will be absorbed into 
the regular city budget or dropped from 
the payroll. 

The $163,726 was appropriated in two 
parts, $80,064 in August and $83,662 
earlier this month. 

Applications for the jobs may be 
obtained from the city clerk’s office.

However. Louis J Sugo. public 


relations director for the Wayne County 
Road Commission, which operates the 
airport, assured all those concerned 
that there will be no “mass slaughter” 


of the animals 

If the deer do have to be shot to 
remove them from the premises, he 
said it would be a gradual process.

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Community waik-a-thon nets $10,000 in area 


The Belleville- Van Buren 
Township area’s first 
community-wide walk-a- 
thon far this year’s March of 
Dimes fund drive netted a 
reported $10,000 in pledges.

Zaborowski may have no courtroom 


The newly-elected 34th 
District Court judge could be 
without a courtroom on Jan. 
1. 

Henry Zaborowski on that 
datewiD join James B. Stone 
on the bench, due to a move 
by the state Legislature to 
lighten the workloads of 
various district court judges 
in Michigan. 

Stone’s case loads steadily 
have been increasing and 
prompted the Legislature to 
call for the election of 
another judge to assist 
Stone. Zaborowski, a 
Belleville attorney, defeated 
Fred R Hogan of Ypsilanti 
for the job last week. The 
34th District includes 
Romulus and Belleville and 
Van Buren, Sumpter and 
Huron Townships. 

HOWEVER. Romulus 
Mayor Terry L. Troutt in- 
sists there is no court space 
or office space— or money— 
for the new judge. It is 


Trout t’s contention that 
the present 34th District 
Court building on Eureka 
between Merriman and 
Middlebelt is too small even 
for one judge, and that 
neither the city nor the state 
have funds budgeted to build 
a new court or support a new 
judge. 

“The state Legislature 
gave us a judge and no 
money,” he said “There is 
nothing in Romulus’ budget 


for it and the state so far has 
provided none. I don’t know 
how we’re going to provide 
him (Zaborowski) a staff, 
office and courtroom without 
any money.” 

Plans for the new Romulus 
Metro Plaza on Wayne Road 
between Ecorse and Van 
Bom call for the building of a 
new court by private con- 
cerns, Troutt continued. But 
that still is several years 
away. Zaborowski begins his 


new job Jan. 1 and possibly 
will be headquartered 
temporarily in the Romulus 
City Hall council chambers, 
Troutt added 
Triggering the Romulus 
concern is a state statute 
reportedly requiring the 
District Control Unit or 
largest city in each district- 
in this case Romulus— to pay 
all court bills not covered by 
other member 
municipalities. 


ACCORDING TO Troutt, 
two-thirds of each member 
municipality’s collected 
court fines and costs are to 
go toward the operation of 
the court, with the final one- 
third going back to the 
community. Therefore, any 
expenses not covered by 
those funds must be sup- 
plemented by Romulus, the 
District Control Unit 
TVoutt said he feels that 
each member municipality 


should not “automatically” 
get a return of one-third of its 
court receipts, but as much 
of the money as necessary 
should go toward its 
operation. 

“If it takesallthe district’s 
money to run the court, 
that’s the way it should be,” 
he said “If the state statute 
keeps the return figure at 
one-third, Romulus will have 
supplement the court costs. 
But we are not going to "

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A deal between the City of 
Romulus and the league, 
calling for the city to take 
over the building’s mortgage 
payments in return for 
ownership of it, has fallen 
through, according to 
Thelma Matthews, league 
financial secretary. 

“We decided we’d keep the 
building,” she said. “All of 
the league members met last 
week and voted not to give it 
to the City. It’s a beautiful 
building, worth $85,000, and 
we don’t want to give it up.” 
The 15-year-old, 80-by-50 foot 
structure is located at 11495 
Wahrman. 

THE MID-OCTOBER deal 
between the league and 
Romulus City was made 
because a league official 
cited the organization’s 
inability to continue meeting 
the monthly $184 mortgage 
payments. 

President Alfred Todd at 
the time said the league’s 
serioqsly declining mem- 
bership was the cause. Todd 
subsequently resigned as 
president on Oct. 24, Mrs. 
Matthews said, because of 
his belief that the building 
should be given to the City 
and the league relieved of 
the payments. 

“We won’t have any 
trouble meeting the 
payments now,” she added. 
“We’re having several fund- 
raising functions starting 
with a New Year’s cabaret, 
plays and dances. There 
already are teen dances 
there every Friday night and 
we collected $230 in 
donations at a recent 
meeting.” 

She said that “just a few” 
of the league’s 34 members 
wanted to give the building 
to the city, which had 
planned to continue using it 
as a recreational center. 

“ANXIETY and apathy 
were the reasons for the 
original deal,” Mrs. Mat- 
thews continued. There was 
anxiety on the part of some 
members, and others just 
didn’t care. So the league 
said it had no alternative but 


to get rid ot it.” 

She said the membership 
met last week to make a final 
decision and elected to 
cancel the deal. 

Although the city is losing 
a recreation center of its 


own, Mrs. Matthews assured 
residents that “anyone can 
use it.” 

“Anybody in the com- 
munity can belong to the 
league and use the building,” 
she said. “We’re urging 


more people to join and are 
going to elect new officers 
Dec. 5.” 

The city had agreed to pay 
an out-standing balance of 
$15,376.02 on the building, 
which originally cost $60,000. 


John CTum, a city at- 
torney, is investivating the 
statute and said preliminary 
findings indicate that 
Romulus “has the 
obligation” to supplement 
the costs 

“HOWEVER, the statute 
does not specifically define 
what portions of the costs the 
District Control Unit must 
pay for,” he said. 

Crum added that his in- 
terpretation of the statute is 
that the member 
munipalities may agree to 
share in the total court cost, 
taking the ultimate burden 
off of Romulus. 

“But because the court is 
in Romulus, the city 
probably will have to foot the 
bill,” he said. 

Legislation giving the 
state control of all district 
courts is pending in Lansing, 
Troutt said, but he added 
that Senate sources told him 
the bill wouldn’t emerge 
from the Senate Judiciary 
Committee before the end of 
the year 


“THE STATE has been 
considering taking the courts 
over for some time and even 
budgeted about $9 million in 
the last two years far it,” he 
said. “But the bill has to be 

passed before the money can 
be used. It passed the House 
last spring but is hung up in 
the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, and people I’ve 
talked to up there say it 
won’t come out in 1974. 

“If not, it means there will 
be no money available Jan. 1 
when the new judge begins. ' 

He asserted that the state 
should “come out with an 
appropriation for com- 
munities in this 
predicament’’ while the 
debate over the state court - 
takeover continues. 

‘There’s no room for a 
permanent court or office in 
Romulus and the judge may 
at first be able to use the 
council room in citv hall as a 
court room,” Troutt said

guilty of a misdemeanor/ 


Just a note to Ohio State fans who 
have tickets to watch the Buckeyes 
when they play Michigan State at East 
Lansing or the University of Michigan 
at Ann Arbor. 

The State of M ichigan can throw you 
in the jug if you are not careful when 
you display Ohio State’s colors— red 
and gray. 

Leave your red flags a t home! That’s 
right, leave them at home, because 
state law says if you show them in 
public you are guilty of a felony. 

ANY DOUBTERS can check the 1970 
version of Michigan’s Compiled Laws 
which state: “Any person who shall 
'display a red flag in any public 
assembly, parade or demonstration in 
this state is guilty of a felony.” 

God only knows why such a law is on 
the books. As a matter of fact, if you 
read the previous sentence in front of 
somebody else you are guilty of a 
misdemeanor. 

The law states: "Any person who 


shall willfully blaspheme the holy name 
God, by cursing or contumeliously 
reproaching God, shafl be guilty of a 
misdemeanor/* 

Those two laws are contained in the 
state's penal code which the legislature 
talks about overhauling, but, for some 
reason, never seems to get around to it. 

WITHOUT GETTING into the more 
serious questions about revising the 
state’s criminal code, such as plea 
bargaining and indeterminate sen- 
tencing, the lawmakers should devote a 
day or two to just bringing the statutes 
up-to-date. 

They make for interesting reading 


during a lunch break, but they don’t do 
anything to encourage respect for the 
law. Many take the attitude that a law 
is a law and if it 's on the books it should 
be obeyed. 

This is not a new attitude. It’s been 
around since our early cousins penned 
their names on the Declaration of In- 
dependence and said this nation will be 
a nation of laws and not of men. 

If that still is the case, then some of 
our laws in Michigan are just plain 
ridiculous. If they were enforced, our 
jails and our courts would be filled to 
the rafters. 

FOR EXAMPLE, state law says: 


"Indecent language in presence of 
women or children— Any person who 
shall use indecent, immoral, obscene, 
vulgar or insulting language in the 
presence or hearing of any woman or 
child shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor.’’ 

The fines which would be collected 
for violation of this particular statute 
would be enough to allow a local unit of 
government to lower their tax rate. 
People swear It’s on the television, it’s 
in public and it even happens in many 
homes. 

Further examples of what’s between 
the covers of the state lawbooks show 


that it’s illegal to scalp tickets for en- 
tertainment, such as football games, 
the theater or the dreus. 

If you do you are guilty of a 
misdemeanor which means that you 
can get soaked for a stiff fine and get 
free room and board from the local 
jailer. 

BUT, JUST go to most any college 
football game. Take Michigan State, for 
example. Standing outside the stadium, 
within spitting distance of the police are 
persons hawking tickets for the game 
fcnd very seldom are they for the 
regular admission price. 

There’s another law which prohibits 


people fnm wearing masks in public, 
except during Halloween and for 
masquerade parties. 

This probably was enacted to keep 
groups such as the Ku faux Klan from 
parading around in their bedsheets and 
pillowcases and terrorizing people in 
the process. 

One could continue reciting examples 
of laws which have outlived their 
usefulness. It’s unlawful to duel, or to 
chaDenge somebody to a duel and 
forget about stealing someone’s horse 
when it’s hitched outside a building. 

A CLEANING OUT of the lawbooks 
would not require a massive amount of 
money or time. Lawmakers could let a 
couple of secretaries pore over the 
green volumes making notes of the 
archaic laws which need to be either 
changed or eliminated. 

Things seem to be out of whack when 
a man can get a stiffer penalty for 
stirring the Indians up than for 
deserting his wife and childrea 
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As we see it 

They deserve apology 


Romulus Mayor Terry L. Troutt has been unfair in his 
criticism of The Meadows subdivision in that city. Troutt 
called the abandoning of U.S. Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) homes “like a cancer.” 

“It’s a bad situation there now,” the mayor said. “There 
are so many abandoned houses and many are beyond 
rehabilitation.” 

While the mayor is right in criticizing HUD for allowing the 
houses to remain in such condition, he is unfair in criticizing 
other homeowners of The Meadows. The mayor said that 
abandoning the houses is prevalant because the residents 
generally don’t own homes to begin with. 

Houses in HUD subdivisions such as The Meadows are 
federally subsidized homes sold to low-income families. The 


homeowners pay part of the house payment, while thefederal 
government picks up the rest. The homeowners are buying 
the houses; they are not just renting as the mayor suggests. 

The mayor said: “A family will live in one of them for 
maybe 18 months and move out In the process the hou$e gets 
vandalized and then is abandoned. Next, the neighbor 
decides to move because he dislikes living next to the house. 
It spreads like a cancer/* 

If the mayor's cancerous prediction is valid, than more 
than 70 homes in the subdivision of 400 would be abandoned. 
At one time, the mayor admits, there were more than 150 
abandoned houses there. 

We feel Mayor Troutt owes the more than 350 residents of 
The Meadows, who are trying their best to make a home for 
themselves in Romulus, an apology.

Chamber president explains WIN 


position

Since my walkout from the first 
meeting of President Ford’s Citizens 
Action Committee to Fight Inflation 
widely was reported — and in some 
cases, very badly reported — and since 


I continue to support the President’s 
recommendations for curbing inflation, 
a few words of explanation are in order. 

The committee’s idea of fighting 
inflation is to ask businessmen to sign 
pledges not to raise prices more than 
costs and wages require, and to ask 
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consumers t os ign pledges not toshopat 
stores that do not comply. 

Businessmen who sign the pledge get 
to dsplay a WIN flag. The committee 
likes flags and buttons and other public 
relations paraphernalia. 

I have two objections to this ap- 
proach: First, it is not even-handed. 
President Ford called for restraint by 
both business and labor. But the 
committee mentioned only business. 
When I asked about this absurd 
omission, I was told that it had been 
decided not to include labor. Exactly 
who made that decision was not ex- 
plained. 

Second, and much more important, 
the committee’s program is based on a 
false theory of inflation. Neither 
business nor labor causes inflation 
Inflation is caused when the supply of 


money increases faster than the supply 
of goods and services. And it is federal 
deficit spending that causes the money 
supply to increase too rapidly. 

Shifting public attention to business 
creates a smokesscreen for the 
politicians to hide behind. Since price 
increases are the most visible symptom 
of inflation, people who don’t have any 
background in economics un- 
derstandably are led to the conclusion 
that the increases are a cause rather 
than an effect. 

Further, the local vigilante groups 
designated to “enforce” compliance 
with the pledge are unlikely to have the 
skills required to judge whether* given 
nrice increase really is justified by cost 
increases, or perhaps by something 
else. 

Therefore, their activities are likely 


to lead to misunderstanding and un- 
justice — or at best, to nothing but a lot 
of wasted effort 

All of this I tried to explain to the 
committee. The explanation was 
quickly brushed aside. I reiterated my 
support of the rest of the President’s 
program. But I said that if all the 
committee intended to do was create 
buttons, bannersand vigilantes, I didn’t 
think I could contribute to it, and I 
might as well leave. 

Russell Free burg, the representative 
from the White House staff, said: “I 
think it would be a good thing if you do 
leave.” 

So I did. 

Inflation can be controlled by sound 
monetary and fiscal policies at the 
federal level, by steps to increase the 


nation’s productive capacity, by 
removing roadblocks to efficiency, by 
stimulating market competition, and 
by breaking worldwide supply bot- 
tlenecks. 

These things are the heart of 
President Ford’s program. I supported 
it when he announced it And I still do. 
So does the U.S. Chamber of Com- 
merce. 

But inflation is too grave and too 
complex a problem to be treated like 
showbiz. I believe cooler heads on the 
WTiite House staff realize this. For that 
reason, 1 intend to remain on the 
committee, to make it clear that 
America’s business community is 
solidly behind any serious effort to 
stabilize our troubled economy. 


U.S. Congress getting younger; 
Will we see idealistic reform?

The man who gets into Congress has 
only one true interest To stay there. 
And so every move he takes, every 
decision he makes is designed to 
protect his yob 

He learns all kinds of tricks, such as 
voting two ways on any controversial 
bill to hoodwink the folks back home 
into believing that he supports their 
view no matter what their view'. 


And how does he vote two ways? They 
rig the system so he can There will be a 
test vote, and then a real vote Or a 
meaningless amendment placed on the 
agenda only to allow for the phoney 
votes before the real thing comes along 
on the principal bill. 

This is an era of crisis for the 
Congressmen because the Watergate 
disclosures have produced a cry for 
reform. They are busy studying reform 
legislation which must be carefully 


tailored to make certain it sounds like 
reform yet changes nothing. 

Any election law passed by Congress 
will be rigged to protect the incumbents 
insofar as possible. And should this 
gambit still fail because of an over- 
whelming insistence of the voters that 
the rascals must be tossed out, then the 
Congress will be injected with a whole 
new crowd of people. 

And these people immediately will 
try to entrench themselves in the same 


Jashion as their predecessors 

“Why not?” you may ask. “Can you 
expect the Congressmen to be more 
idealistic than anyone else? Does 
anyone anywhere plot to do himself out 
of a job?’’ 

Not unless he happens to have 
another career. 

That might be the hope. To elect 
amateurs who have no compelling need 
to remain in Congress. Then we might 
have representative government.

That's a way to look 


Most residents in Western Wayne 
County look at energy shortages and 
inflation pessimistically But some 
others think shortages and inflation 
may turnout to be blessings in disguise 

They will compel more realistic 
public attitudes toward actions that 
must be taken in the nation’s interest, 
balance the budget and ease inflation. 

It would curtail endless delay in 
building such things as power- 
generating stations, required to 
produce necessary amounts of electric 
energy and drilling oil wells in the 
nation’s offshore waters to produce 
more petroleum products. 

Indeed, more positive public at- 
titudes in such matters as these may 
come just in the nick of time to help 
solve some of our most pressing 
problems. 

According to public opinion surveys, 
a majority of people, for instance, 


support increased offshore oil ex- 
ploration and nuclear development, 
and strip mining, presumably with 
adquate land reclamation, is viewed in 
more favorable public light than ever 
before. 

Perhaps the most significant finding, 
considering the extensive public 
criticism of most facets of the 
American business system in recent 
years, is that more than 60 percent of 
the people queried expressed the view 
that the U.S. system of private en- 
terprise, business and industry 
basically is sound and that faults can be 
corrected. 

There still is broad concern with 
preserving environmental values but, 
at the same time, a growing recognition 
that is is neither practical nor 
necessary to halt civilization in its 
tracks in order to accomplish this 
objective. 

Adequate supplies of electric energy 


at inflation 

are fundamental to jobs, high-living 
standards and a decent condition of • 
human life. Reflecting this realization, 
82 per cent of the people questioned in 
one poll expressed the opinion that 
enough power plants should be built to 
guarantee a steady supply of elec- 
tricity, and 57 per cent felt that it is 
necessary to go into a greatly-expanded 
program of atomic energy develop- 
ment. 

This type of public sentiment is 
particuarly significant in view of the 
effort which now must be made to 
achieve energy self-sufficiency or 
something close to it for the United 
States in the years immediately ahead.

Energy conservation still in vogue 


With ‘‘saving” the only work associated 
with energy today, Western Wayne County 
residents may find that a few helpful hints on 
conserving electricity not only will trim their 
usage but shave off the size of the monthly 
bill. 

Although the air conditioning season is long 
gone, residents will find that an efficient 
cooling system is the best energy saver. 
Several units now are being given the Energy 
Efficiency Rating (EER). 

The number is derived by dividing the 
unit s watts into the BUTs. An air conditioner 
with 8,000 BTUs and 1 ,000 watts would earn a 
high efficiency rating of 8. 

OTHER KNACKS for saving energy with 
air condioners is to seal cracks around 
windows and doors and to wash the filters 
frequently. 

That annoying drip you might hear at night 
is a source of energy loss, especially if it’s hot 
water. One drop a second can add up to 200 
gallons of lost water each month 

And showers instead of baths is another way

of holding down the use of heated water. 

In the kitchen homemakers will find that 
flat bottomed pans heat more efficiently Also 
using the appropriate size pans on similar 
sized burners and putting food to be baked in 
the oven as soon as it’s preheated can trim 
down on the amount of energy used. 

WASHING FULL LOADS of laundry can 
save not only electricity, but also water, and 
when drying a full load can trim the operating 
time. Minutes also can be shaved from using 
the dryer, if the lint trap is cleaned after 
every load. 

For those opting for off-season vacations, 
leave the home or apartment with the ther- 


mostat set at 50 degrees and turn the 
refrigerator up so it runs a little warmer. 
However, don’t neglect security. An inex- 
pensive timer can turn on lights for short 
periods each day. giving the appearance of an 
occupied residence. 

If you live in an older home, it’s wise to 
check wiring Lights, motors and electrical 
appliances need good wiring to operate ef- 
ficiently. 

And overloading circuits with octupus 
wiring of four or five extension cords only 
tends to cause lights to flicker when ap- 
pliances are turned on 

LIGHTS SHOULD BE turned off in unoc- 


cupied rooms, as with televisions, Christmas 
tree lights and other unused appliances 

However, enough light should be used in 
hallways and stairways as a salety 
precaution 

Good insulation in ceilings and walls 
probably is the foremost way to save energy 
Six inches of ceiling insulation below attics, 
plus storm doors and windows can cut heat 
loss by one-third. 

Outside walls need less than four inches of 
insulation while unheated areas, such as 
crawlspacesand basements, need four inches 
secured firmly to the floor above the unheated 
areas. 

CLOSING WINDOW shades and drapes at 
night and opening them during the day also 
acts as a heating system, allowing the sun’s 
warmth in during the day and keeping the 
house’s warmth in at night 

By following a few of the energy tips of- 
fered, residents may be able to help trim the 
amount of fuel used in the United States while 
saving a bit of money

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On USDA proposal 


Wool producers cast votes 


A mail referendum is 
being held now through Nov. 
IS to enable sheep producers 
in Western Wayne County 
and the rest of the state to 
voice their approval or 
disapproval of a new 
agreement between the 
U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) and the 
American Sheep Producers 
Council (AS PC). 

Ballots are being mailed to 
all known wool and lamb 
producers in Michigan to 
vote on the agreement which 


provides for the USDA to 
withhold a part of any wool 
payments that might be 
made to producers to finance 
advertising and sales 
promotion programs by 
ASPC for wool or lamb. 

The withheld funds would 
also be used by ASPC to 
develop and disseminate 
information on product 
quality, production 
management and marketing 
improvement for wool and 
sheep. 

Dorn Diehl, state 


executive director of the 
Michigan State Agricultural 
Stabilization and Con- 
servation Service (ASCS) 
Office, explained that the 
new agreement is similar to 
one approved by producers 
in 1971. If approval is voted, 
payment deductions of up to 
Wz cents per pound on 
shorn wool and 7Vfe cents a 
hundredweight on unshorn 
lambs would be made, the 
same as the maximum 
deduction rates for the 1966- 
72 period. 


Diehl emphasized the 
neutrality of the USDA on 
theproposal being submitted 
to wool and lamb producers. 
“Our sole interest is in 
conducting a fair and im- 
partial referendum,” he 
said. 

Anyone may vote who has 
owned sheep 6-months old or 
older for at least 30 con- 
secutive days during 1973. 
Votes may be cast by in- 


dividuals, corporations or 
partnerships. Any producer 
who is not already known to 
the county ASCS office is 
urged by Diehl to visit or call 
the local county ASCS office 
in order to receive a ballot 
and explanatory material. 

Any eligible producer may 
vote in the referendum, 
without regard for race, 
color, sex, religion or 
national origin.

Illinois’ Greg Virgn, who covered the Michigan Golf Course 
in a fast 29:11.4, was the individual winner. He beat 
Michigan’s Great Meyer to the finish line. Meyer was timed 
in 29:45.8. 

“Jon’s 14th place finish was an important one,” said 
Wolverine coach Ron Warhurst who has turned Michigan’s 
cross country program into a winning one. “It’s doubtful that 
we would have won it without his performance.” 

Other Michigan runners included Mike McGuire who 
finished eighth in 30:21.8, Keith Brown, who was 12th in 
30:43.6.

AMENDMENTS TO THE ROMULUS BOCA BASIC BUILDING CODE 


WHEREAS, the BOCA BASIC BUILDING CODE of 1970 
as adopted bv the City of Romulus in accordance with 
Section 14 of Act No. 230 of the Public Acts of 1972 is 
deemed by the City of Romulus, in certain particulars, to 
be inadequate in terms of protection to the property, lives, 
safety, health and welfare of the people of the City of 
Romulus, and 

WHEREAS, by the amendments hereinafter adopted, 
either in this Ordinance or in Ordinance subsequently 
enacted, it is the intention of the City of Romulus to 
provide additional and adequate safeguards to the people 
of the City of Romulus. 

Short Title. Amendment to Building Code 
Section l. Scope: The BOCA BASIC BUILDING CODE of 
1970, as promulgated by the Building Officials and Code 
Administrators International, Inc., together with the 
accululative supplement dated 1973, as well as any and all 
rules and regulations promulgated by the building Of- 
ficials and Code Amdinistrators International, Inc., be, 
and the same are hereby amended in the following par- 
ticulars: 

AMENDMENTS TO THE ROMULUS 
BOCA BASIC BUILDING CODE 

WHEREAS, the BOCA BASIC BUILDING CODE of 1970 
as adopted by the City of Romulus in accordance with 
Section 14 of Act. No. 230 of the Public Acts of 1972 is 
deemed by the City of Romulus, in certain particulars, to 
be inadequate in terms of protection to the property, lives, 
safety, health and welfare of the people of the City of 
Romulus, and 

WHEREAS, by the amendments hereinafter adopted, 
either in this Ordinance or in Ordinance subsequently 
enacted, it is the intention of the City of Romulus to 
provide additional and adequate safeguards to the people 
of the City of Romulus. 

Short Tide: Amendments to Building Code 
Section 1. Scope: The BOCA BASIC BUILDING CODE of 
1970, as promulgated by the building Officials and Code 
Amdinistrators International, Inc., together with the 
accululative supplement dated 1973, as well as any and all 
rules and regulations promulgated by the Building Of- 
ficials and Code Administrators International, Inc., be, 
and the same are hereby amended in the following par- 
ticulars: 

ARTICLE 2 

Section 201.0 GENERAL DEFINITIONS: 

The following definitions of Section 201.2 shall be 
amended as follows: 

Area (building): The maximum horizontal projected 
area of the building at or above grade, including all en- 
closed extensions, open stairs and balconies. 

One-Family Dwelling: A building containing one (1) 
dwelling unit with not more than three (3) lodgers or 
boarders 

Two-Family Dwelling: A building containing two (2) 
dwelling units with not more than three (3) lodgers or 
boarders per family. 

Boarding House, Lodging House, Tourist House: A 
building arranged or used for lodging, with or without 
meals, for compensation, more than three (3) and not 
more than twenty (20) individuals. 

Dormitory ( A building arranged or used for lodging four 
(4) but not more than twenty (20) individuals and having 
common toilet and bathroom facilities. Shall also include 
all townhouses, efficiency apartments, terraces, rooming 
houses, apartment houses, dormitories, boarding and 
lodging houses having cooking facilities and arranged for 
more than two (2) families or for shelter and sleeping 
accommodation of twenty (2) individuals or less with or 
without dining facilities. 

Section 210.3 USE GROUP L-3 STRUCTURES: and the 
language subsequently contained in said section is hereby 
repealed and in its place the following language is hereby 
ordained: 

Section 210.3 USE GROUP L-3 STRUCTURES: Shall 
include all buildings arranged for the use of one-or-two- 
family dwelling units including not more than three (3) 
lodgers or boarders per family, but without cooking 
facilities for boarders. 

Mobile homes may be used as single-family dwellings 
when complying with the requirements of Section 425.0, 
and provided mobile homes are erected in an authorized 
Mobile Home Park. 

The BOCA BUILDING CODE shall be amended to add 
the following Sections, and the same are hereby ordained: 
Section 219.0 FIRE RESISTANCE RATINGS TABLE: 
That Table 5 - Fire Resistance Ratings of Structural 
Elements in Hours of the BOCA Basic Building Code shall 
be incorporated in and become a part of Section 219.0 of 
the Building Code of the City of Romulus. 

Section 220.0 HEIGHT LIMITATIONS AND AREA 
LIMITATIONS: Table 6 - Height Limitation and Area 
Limitations, as amended, of the BOCA Basic Building 
Code, with the following amendments, shall be in- 
corporated in and become a part of Section 220.0 of the 
Building Code of the City of Romulus. ( See attached table) 


Section 301.3 OUTSIDE FIRE LIMITS. All other areas not 
included in Fire District No. 1 shall be designated as 
Outside Fire Limits. 

Section 302.1 CHANGES IN DISTRICTS: and the 
language subsequently contained in said section is hereby 
repealed and in its place the following language is hereby 
ordained: 

Section 302.1 CHANGES IN DISTRICTS: Any changes in 
the boundaries of fire districts or changes of designation 
of any area from one fire district to another fire district 
shall be established by the same procedure prescribed for 
the promulgation of a new ordinance adopted by the City 
Council of the City of Romulus. 

Section 302.4 NONCOMBUSTIBLE CONSTRUCTION 
EXEMPTIONS: and the language subsequently con- 
tained in said section is hereby repealed and in its place 
the following language is hereby ordained: 

Section 302.4 NONCOMBUSTIBLE CONSTRUCTION 
EXEMPTIONS: One (1) story buildings of type 2-C 
construction which do not exceed three thousand (3000) 
square feet in area in all use groups except high hazard, 
assembly, institutional and (L-l) shall be exempt from all 
protected exterior wall requirements. 

Section 302.5 FRAME CONSTRUCTION: and the 
language subsequently contained in said section is hereby 
repealed and in its place the following language is hereby 
ordained: 

Section 302.5 FRAME CONSTRUCTION: No building of 
frame construction (type 4) shall be erected within the 
fire districts nor shall such building or structure be moved 
from without to within, or from one lot to another or 
relocated on the same lot within the fire districts, except 
as provided in Sections 303 and 304; and no building of 
otherwise lawful construction shall be extended in height 
or area within the fire districts by frame construction; 
except that one- and two-family frame dwellings (L-3) 
may be erected or extended to a height of not more than 
three (3) stories nor more than thirty-five (35) feet, and (1- 
2) Multi-Family dwellings may be similarly erected 
provided exterior walls are four (4) inch brick veneered 
with permitted areas of fire resistant ornamental 
materials. 

Section 303.0 RESTRICTIONS OF FIRE DISTRICT NO. 
1: and the language subsequently contained in said sec- 
tion is hereby repealed and in its place the following 
language is hereby ordained: 

Section 303.0 RESTRICTIONS OF FIRE DISTRICT NO. 
1: All buildings and structures, and all additions to 
existing buildings and structures, hereafter erected 
within the boundaries of Fire District No. 1 shall be of

SYSTEMS: The main electric service to the park shall be . 
of adequate capacity to serve the maximum connected 
load.

HABITABLE ROOM, MINIMUM SIZE: A room with a 
minimum dimension of eight (8’) feet and a minimum 
area of one hundred (100) square feet, between enclosing 
walls or partitions, exclusive of closet and storage spaces.

Every recess or return with a 
depth or length which exceeds twice the width of the hall, 
and every corridor separately shut off by a door, shall be 
treated as a separate hall in applying the provisions of this 
section. 

Section 515.8 KITCHENS: is hereby repealed and in its 
place and stead the following language is hereby or- 
dained: 

Section 515.8 KITCHENS: Kitchens which supply food for 
institutions, restaurants, hotel dining rooms, and 
cafeterias shall be provided with not less than three (3) 
cubic feet of fresh air intake and (use Group L-2 and L-3) 
shall have a hood fan vented to outer air. 

Section 606.21 INADEQUATE EXITWAYS: is hereby 
repealed and in its place and d stead the following 
languages is hereby ordained: 

Section 606.21 INADEQUATE EXITWAYS: In any 
existing buiiding or structure, not now provided with 
exitway facilities as herein prescribed for new buildings 
and in which the exitways are deemed inadequate for 
safety by the building official, such additional provision 
shall be made for safe means of egress as he shall order 
comply with Sections 124.0 and 125.0. 

Section 606.22 APPEAL FROM EXITWAY ORDER: is 
hereby repealed and in its place and stead the following 
language is hereby ordained: 

Section 606.22 APPEAL FROM EXITWAY ORDER: 
Within seven (7) days after the service of the exitway 
order of the building officials, the ow f ner may file a written 
appeal therefrom, and the building official shall comply 
with Section 127.0 for a final determination 
Section 606.32 EXISTING EXITWAYS: is hereby repealed 
and in its place and stead the following language is hereby 
ordained; 

Section 606.32 EXISTING EXITWAYS: In all buildings 
(other than one-and two-family dwellings), exceeding 
three (3) stories or forty (40) feet in height, or having 
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more than seventy-five (75) occupants above or more than 
fourty (40) occupants below the grade floor, all existing 
unemclosed stairways shall be enclosed with partitions 
and opening protedtives of three-quarter (Y 4 ) hour 
fireresistance rating complying with article 9; or such 
exitways may be protected with a partial sprinkler 
system operated on the house water supply when com- 
plying with section 1214.6. Existing enclosures of sub- 
standard fireresistive construction shall be covered on the 
stair side only with the component materials required for 
a three-quarter (Y 4 ) hour fireresistive assembly upon 
order of the building official and to comply with Section 
606.21 and Section 606.22. 

ARTICLE 7 

Section 700.0 and subsequent sections of the BOCA 
BASIC BUILDING CODE OF 1970, as promulgated by the 
Building Officials and Code Administrators International, 
Inc., together with the accumulative supplement dated 
1973, as well as any and all rules and regulations 
promulgated by the Building Officials and Code Ad- 
ministratogs International, Inc., be, and the same are 
hereby amended in the following particulars: 

Section 729.2 FLOATING MAT: is hereby repealed and in 
its place and stead the following language is hereby or- 
dained: 

Section 729.2 FLOATING MAT: Concrete floating mat 
foundations shall be located on permanently undisturbed 
soil of adequate bearing capacity and shall be a minimum 
2,500 pound test. The building official may approve a 
continuous foundation mat which is located directly on the 
ground when adequate sub-soil drainage and a rat-proof 
apron as specified in Section 874.0 are provided when 
required. When subject to freezing, the footings shall be 
designed to resist frost action to comply with the 
following: 

(a) Concrete Mats, Pads or Slabs: Concrete mats or 
slabs for dwellings or additions built directly on bearing 
soil shall have one (1 M ) inch rigid perimeter insulation a 
distance of two (2’) feet below slab and two (2’) feet from 
inside of foundation wall in vertical and horizontal planes 
and shall be a minimum of four (4”) inches in thickness 
laid over six (6) mil polyethelene over four (4”) inch 
compacted fill sand or pebbles and shall be thickened to 
eight (8”) inches at intereior bearing walls. Such mats 
shall have eight inch by fourty-two inche (8” x 42”) 
concrete permimeter foundations for frame structures or 
ten inch by fourty-two inch (10” x 42”) foundations for 
brick veneer or masonry structures and shall be carried 
at least eight (8”) inches above grade. 

(b) Slab Foundations for Detached Buildings: Concrete 
pads or slabs for detached frame garages, shed, stables, 
porches, patios and single mobile home mads shall be a 
minimum of four (4”) inches thick with four (4”) inch 
compacted ill sand and shall have a minimum six inch by 
twenty-four inch (6x24”) concrete foundation carried at 
least four (4”) inches above grade except mobile home 
pads and patio slabs may be at grade. Double mobile 
home pads over fourteen feet by seventy feet (14’ x 70’) 
shall be of six (6”) inch thick concrete, and shall have 
eight inch by fourth-two inch (8” x 42”) perimeter foun- 
dations or may be of four (4”) inch thick concrete, with 
eight inch ( 8” ) inch by forty-two inch ( 8” x 42” ) perimeter 
foundations, and an eight (8”) inch thick area provided 
under the center of long dimension. All mobile home pads 
and dwellings slabs shall be reinforced with six inch by six 
inch (6” x 6”) - No. 10 gauage reinforcing wire mesh. 
Mobile home pads shall be at lest twelve (12”) inches 
wider and twelve (12”) inches longer than mobile homes 
to be placed thereon to accept skirting systems and shall 
also be provided with a five feet by ten feet ( 5’ x 10’ ) apron 
gor rubbish containers. 

(c) Slab Foundations for Attached Buildings: Dwellings 
additions or garagages attached to dwellings of wood 
frame or masonry construction and covered patios, or 
porches or steps, attached to dwellings shall have 
perimeter foundations at least eight (8”) inches in width 
and forty-two (42”) inches in depth (8” x 42”). When 
foundation footings and block masonry to grade are used 
for such construction the footings shall be of eight (8”) 
inch deep concrete at least eight (8”) inches wider than 
foundation walls and shall be forty-two (42”) inches below 
grade on bearing soil, and all such fohdations shall be 
carried 8 inches above grade for wood frame structures. 

(d) Anchors: Three-eights (%”) inch anchor bolts, eight 
(8’) feet on centers, or approved steel anchor straps or eye 
bolts shall be installed in concrete pads or foundations or 
in block foundations to anchor all mobile homes, from 
garages, sheds, outbuildings, parking lot offices, stables, 
or frame dwellings built on pads or slabs or on piers; 
against overturning or dislodgement. 

ARTICLE 8 

Section 800.0 and subsequent sections of the BOCA 
BASIC BUILDING CODE OF 1970, as promulgated by the 
Building Officials and Code Administrators International, 
Inc., together with the accumulative supplement dated

Section 825.2 TYPES: is hereby repealed and in its place 
and stead the following laguage is hereby ordained:

Section 855.1 WOOD FRAMING: The quality and design of 
all wood members used for load supporting purposes in 
buildings or other structures shall conform to the stan- 
dards hereinafter specified, in all use groups where wood 
frame construction is permitted. 

All members shall be so framed, anchored, tied and 
braced together as to develop the strength and rigidity 
necessary for the purposes for which they are used. 

(a) LUMBER GRADE: All lumber used for horizontal 
structural members shall be standard and better or No. 2 
grade and better except as noted hereafter. 

Lumber of stud grade or No. 3 grade may be used for 
studding and similar uses provided each piece is sound 
stock, and wane is limited to that which does not impair 
nailing or bearing edges. 

(b) LUMBER SIZES: All wood structural members 
shall be of sufficient size to carry the dead and live loads 
without exceeding the allowable working stresses con- 
forming with Appendixes ”B” and “C”. 

Minimum sizes of lumber members required by this 
Code refer to nominal sizes. American Lumber Standard 
dressed sizes shall be accepted as the minimum net sizes 
conforming to nominal sizes. Computations to determine 
the required sizes of members shall be based on the net 
dimensions (actual size) and not the nominal sizes. If 
rough sizes or finish sizes exceeding American Lumber 
Standard dressed sizes are to be used, computations may 
De predicated upon such actual sizes, provided they are 
specified on plans or in statement appended thereto. For 
convience, nominal sizes may be shown on the plans. 

The species and grade or the stress-grade of all lumber 
used for load bearing purposes shall be stated on the plans 
filed with the Department. 

“Grade”, when used in connection with lumber for 
structural purposes, is a classification with respect to 
strength. 

(c) FASTENINGS: Except as in this Code ottherwis£ 
provided, the provisions of Appendix “L” pertaining to 
the preparation, fabrication and installation of wood 
members and the connectors and mechanical devices for 
the fastening thereof are incorporated herein by reference 
and made a part of this Ordinance, and shall be regarded 
as controlling and regulating all construction in the City of 
Romulus involving such preparation, fabrication and 
intallation of wood members and the connectors and 
mechanical devices for the fastening thereof. 

(d) COLUMNS: The safe bearing capacity of solid 
timber or built up wood columns shall be calculated in 
accordance with Appendixes “B” and “C”. 

(e) BEAMS: Wood beams, solid or built up sections, 
shall be designed in accordance with Appendixes “B” and 
“C” 

(f) TRUSSSES AND LAMINATED STRUCTURAL 
MEMBERS: Wood trusses shall be designed in ac- 
cordance with Appendixes “B” and “C”. 

(g) FRAME-WALL CONSTRUCTION: Frame wall 
construction shall consist of at least (IV* ” x 3V’) studs 
placed not over 16 inches on centers with all studs having 
their larger dimensions at right angles to face of wall in 
all exterior and interior walls, except that in framing bay 
windows they may be placed at angles with wall. Three 
studs shall be provided at all comers and intersections 
with partitions. Baseboard blocks shall be provided one on 
each side of all corners and door openings whereV’ 
plaster and lath is used. The outside of exterior wall studs 
shall have three-quarter (V’) inch of wood shearing 
nailed to each stud, or one-half < V) inch plywood or 
insulating sheathing, and all cases a layer of 15 lb. tarred 
felt paper. Four (4”) inches of brick; or (7-16) inch at butt 
wood siding; or (0.024) inch thick alumum lap siding;

(h) OPENINGS: Openings in frame exterior or interior 
bearing walls shall be bridged t?y timbers or built up 
headers set on edge of the proper size to support the 
superimposed load, but in no case less than the following 
nominal sizes:

Sides of openings over 5 feet shall have 3 studs on each 
side, two (2) of w'hich shall be cut square to form nominal 
4x4 inch bearings for the bridging timbers. Short pieces 
of studs shall not be used for this purpose. At the sides of 
openings up to 5 ft. there shall be 2 studs on each side the 
inner of which shall be cut square to form a nominal 2x4 
bearing for the bridging timbers. 

(i) WOOD JOIST FRAMING: Headers and trimmers, 
when 2 inches nominal thickness, may be fastened by 
nails, bolts or lag screws. Such headers and trimmers, 
framing ipenings shall be nailed and attached to one 
another with steel angles, or joist clips. Timbers over 2 
inches in thickness shall be supported by tenons fitted to 
mortises or by steel, joist hangers, or joist angles on each 
side. Bolts may be calculated as resisting tension, but lag 
screws and nails shall only be assumed to resist shear. 

(1) Joists 2 inches nominal thickness when supported on 
girders shall be well nailed at laps to corresponding joists 
in next span. Larger joists shall be similarly joined with 
well nailed steel straps at least 1 inch by Vfeth inch 
<l”xV). Wood girders resting upon a common column 
shall be connected w ith similar straps, unless built up of 2 
inch nominal lumber, in which case straps may be 
omitted if at least one-third of the joists are continuous 
over columns. Wood girders in buildings more than 3 
stories high shall not be continuous over columns but each 
column shall be provided w r ith a steel or cast iron column 
cap forming a seat for the column above and providing 
beam seats for girder having a lug set into bottom of 
girders to prevent lateral movement; but permitting free 
release of girder in case of fire. 

(2) Bridging All wood joists less than (4) inches thick 
shall be securely bridged with sound nominal (1 inch by 3 
inch) wood cross bracing, or by solid block bridging 2 
inches nominal width, snugly fitted and doubly nailed at 
each end, at intervals of not over (8) feet from supports to 
lines of bridging or between lines of bridging, or strap iron 
cross bracing approved by the Department may be used, 
such strap iron to be provided with nail holes, to have a net 
effective cross section of not less than 3-100 of a square 
inch, and to be securely nailed at the top and bottom of of 
each brace. Blocking or ribbon bridging shall be installed 
at steel beam or masonry bearings to prevent lateral 
movement. 

(3) Not less than (2) joists shall be provided under any 
partition or around any floor opening Headers supporting 
more than 2 joists and supported from other joists shall be 
attached with joist hangers approved by the Department, 
or double joist angles with nails in each leg Bearing 
partitions in 2 story structures shall have 4 joists. 

(4) The top of joists supporting floors shall be at least ** 
inch higher than any steel beams or masonry below such 


floors to allow for shrinkage settlement. 

(5) Over all floor joists there shall be a sub-floor of at 
least (Vfe) inch. All end joints in sub-flooring shall be over 
joists. Over the sub-floor there shall be a top floor or 
finished floor of wood, plywood or particle board for a 
total thickness of sub-floor and top floor of not less than 
(1V 4 ) inches. All areas having a resilient floor (vinyl or 
linoleum) shall have at least a y 4 ) inch plywood un- 
derlayment. All first floors shail have 15 tarred felt paper 
provided between the sub-floor and the top floor. Un- 
finished attics having stairways shall be floored with at 
least (W inch sub-flooring in areas having (5’) feet or 
more headroom.

Section 927.32 RECESSED WALLS: When the exterior 
wall of a penthouse is recessed five (5) feet or more from 
the exterior wall of the next lower story which is required 
to have a greater fire-resistance, it may be constructed 
with a fireresistance rating of not less than one and one- 
half (1‘ 2 ) hours, covered on the outside with non- 
combustible, waterproof material and supported on 
protected steel or reinforced concrete construction except 
as in 927.31 and except where yard court requirements are 
met.

(b) Footings for Basement: Footings for basement or 
cellar walls, provided under swellings, additions, sheds, 
or garages, shall be of concrete at least eight (8) inches 
wider than such walls and shall be at least eight (8) inches 
deep and shall be provided with a key if mass poured 
concrete walls are to be utilized. Such concrete footings 
shall be 2500 pound test poured in forms not less than 
(7V*”> inches deep. Interior footings for stanchions shall 
be at least thirty (30) inches square and at least sixteen 
(16) inches deep or larger if required to safely distrubute 
the load. All footings shall be allowed to set twelve (12) 
hours before the foundation wall is constructed. All such 
footings shall be placed on undisturbed bearing soil.

' minimum depth of forty-two (42) inches below grade at 
any point, provided the building is of frame construction 
and basement is not more than five (5) feet below grade. 
Foundation walls shall be a minimum ten (1;) inch wide 
concrete or twelve (12) inch block for brick veneered 
frame buildings or buildings with eight (8”) inch exterior 
masonry walls or if basement is more than five (5) feet 
below grade. The foundations shall be carried at least 
eight (8”) inches above grade if of wood frame exterior 
construction or two (2”) inches above grade if of brick 
veneer frame construction, or to the grade if eight (8”) 
inch exterior masonry walls are utilized. 

(d) Drain Tile System: Tile drains at least four (4”) 
inches in diameter shall be placed around the perimeter of 
the basement footings pitched approximately one-eight 
( V 1 ) inch per foot, with high points at corners, to bleeder 
pipes, in all buildings with cellars or basements.

Section 1308.14 EXCAVATIONS FOR OTHER THAN 
CONSTRUCTION PURPOSES: Excavations made for the 
purpose of removing soil, earth, sand, gravel, rock or 
other materials shall be performed in such a manner as 
will prevent injury to neighboring properties or to the 
street which adjoins the lot where such materials are 
excavated, and to safeguard the general public health and 
welfare. Excavation shall not be made in streets, alleys or 
other public property, or extending into any public 
property, without a permit from the Department except 
that excavations may extend over lot lines into streets, 
alleys or other public property or into adjoining privately 
owned lands a sufficient distance to permit access to the 
exterior of basement walls. All such excavations shall be 
back-filled with suitable material, well tamped in place, 
and all sidewalks, pavements and other objects, both 
natural and artificial, replaced by the excavator in as 
good a condition as they were in originally.

buildings safe and secure, in the opinion of the Director, or 
he may shore and brce the sides of his excavation so as to 
effectively prevent any earth movement into his ex- 
cavation providing the Director approves of the methods 


used. If necessary for the performance of this work, the 
person excavating shall have a reasonable right ingress to 
the property upon which the existing building is erected.

safety of which may be affected by the proposed ex- 
cavation, shall, at his own expense, preserve and protect 
from injury and shall support his building walls or 
structure by the necessary underpinning or foundations. 
If necessary, for that purpose, he shall be afforded a 
license to enter the premises where the excavation is 
contemplated. 

Section 1911.0 LIGHT WOOD FRAME CONSTRUCTION: 
is hereby repealed and in its place and stead the following 
language is hereby ordained: 

Section 1911.0 LIGHT WOOD FRAME CONSTRUCTION: 
The fabrication of all wood frame strutures for all use 
groups shall comply with the requirements of Section 855. 
SAVINGS CLAUSE: That nothing in this Ordinance or in 
the Building Code hereby adopted shall be construed to 
affect any suit or proceeding impending in any court or 
any rights acquitted or liability incurred or any cause or 
causes of action acquired or existing under any act or 
ordinance hereby repealed by this Ordinance; nor shall 
any just or legal right or remedy of any character be lost, 
impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 

SEVERABILITY : Should any section, clause or pvovision 
of this ordinance be declared by any court of competent 
jurisdiction to be invalid, the same shall not affect the 
validity of the Ordinance as a whole or any part thereof 
other than the section, clause or provision of this Or- 
dinance declared by such Court of competent jurisdiction 
to be invalid. 

EFFECTIVE DATE : The City Council recognizes that the 
health, safety and welfare of the citizens of the City of 
Romulus is paramount and of an emergency nature, and, 
therefore, the provisions of this Ordinance shall take 
immediate effect upon publication of the same in the 
manner provided by law.

AMENDMENTS TO THE ROMULUS BOCA BASIC BUILDING CODE 


WHEREAS, the BOCA BASIC BUILDING CODE of 1970 
as adopted by the City of Romulus in accordance with 
Section 14 of Act No. 230 of the Public Acts of 1974 is 
deemed by the City of Romulus, in certain particulars, to 
be inadequate in terms of protection to the property, lives, 
safety, health and welfare of the people of the City of 
Romulus, and 

WHEREAS, by the amendments hereinafter adopted, 
either in this Ordinance or in Ordinance subsequently 
enacted, it is the intention of the City of Romulus to 
provide additional and adequate safeguards to the people 
of the City of Romulus. 

Short Title: Amendments to Building Code. 

Section 1. Scope: The BOCA BASIC BUILDING CODE of 
1970, as promulgated by the Building Officials and Code 
Administrators International, Inc., together with the 
accumulative supplement dated 1973, as wdl as any and 
all rules and regulations promulgated by the Building 
Officials and Code Administrators International, Inc., be, 
and the same are hereby amended in the following 
particulars: 

Section 130.0 Building permits, bonds and city cer- 
tification. 

Section 130.1. BUILDING PERMIT PERFORMANCE 
BONDS: Upon application for any building permit, with 
those exceptions hereinafter noted, the applicant shall 
deposit with this application a building permit per- 
formance bond, consisting of cash, surety bond or letter of 
credit in an amount equal to fifty (50 percent) percent of 
the contract or construction price as set forth in such 
building permit application to guarantee that the ap- 
plicant 1) satisfactorily completes the work called for by 
his application during the life of the permit and any ex- 
tension thereof ; and 2) remove or cause to be removed all 
debris, rubbish and trash from the building site; 3) that 
the applicant will establish ditches and culverts to 
properly drain the building area and reopen and 
reestablish any drainage that may have been interrupted 
by the building operation. All drains and culvgcts to be 
established shall be in accordance with the requirements 
and specifications of the Wayne County Road Commission 
when on county roads and by the office of the City 
Engineer and-or Building Department when on city 
streets or privately owned property adjacent to the 
building site. 4) That the applicant shall construct such 
site improvements as are necessary to comply with ap- 
proved plans and specifications submitted with the ap- 
plication. 

Section 130.2 RETURN OF BOND, FORFEIT: The above 
building performance bond shall be returned to the ap- 
plicant after the final inspection and approval and the 
issuance of any and all final certificates of occupancy by 
the Department of Building and Safety and by the Wayne 
County Road Commission upon demand of applicant plus 
the necessary time required for the processing of the 
return of such bond. 

Should any work called for in the foregoing section 
remain undone or should the holder of such permit fail, 
neglect or refuse for any reason to complete all work 
required in accordance with section 130.1 and the building 
code of the City of Romulus, as amended, within the time 
specified for the completion of performance, following 
written notice to the holder of the permit at the address 
shown upon the application for permit by certified mail, 
return receipt requested and by notification by certified 
mail of any surety or bank issuing any bond or letter of 
credit, the City of Romulus shall be empowered to ad- 
vertise for bids for such completion and to complete the 
same, the cost thereof to be paid by the surety company, 
bank or from cash deposited up to the full amount of such 
bond. 

Section 131.0 CITY CERTIFICATION - INSPECTIONS: 
Section 131.1 OCCUPATION OR RE-OCCUPATION: It 
shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to 
hereafter occupy or re-occupy or for any owner or agent 
thereof, to permit the occupation or re-occupation of any 
building or addition thereto, or part thereof, for any 
purpose, until a certificate of occupancy has been issued 
by the building and safety division showing compliance 
with the City Building Code, except L-3 dwellings oc- 
cupancies shall conform with Chapter VI. Article 3, 
Minimum Housing standards of the City of 
Romulus. The certificate of occupancy so issued shall 
state that the occupancy complies with all the provisions 
of the within ordinance, as amended. This section shall not 
apply to any occupancy in existence at the time of the 
adoption of the ordinance. Should any building or addition 
thereto or part thereof be licensed under the annual 
licensing requirements of Cahpter VI, Article 2 of the City 
of Romulus, the certificate of occupancy called for by this 
section shall be issued as a matter of course and without 
cost to the owner or proposed occupant upon production of 


a current and unrevoked license as required by the terms 
of said ordinance. 

Section 131.2 SALE OF DEVELOPED REAL 
PROPERTY: It shall be unlawful for any owner, real 
estate firm, broker or salesman to hereafter consummate 
a sale of developed real property until such owner, real 
estate firm, broker or salesman has complied with the 
following requirements: 

a) Secured a Certificate of Occupancy as required by 

b) The proposed purchaser has made application for a 
building permit to the Department of Building and Safety; 
or 

c) The owner, real estate firm, broker or salesman has 
requested an inspection by the Department of Building 
and Safety of said developed real property to determine 
its fitness for occupancy; following which the proposed 
purchaser must acknowledge to the department, in 
writing, his awareness of any deficiencies or areas of non- 
compliance with the building code of the City of Romulus 
and his willingness, notwithstanding such deficiencies to 
purchase the property in question. 

Nothing in this section shall permit occupancy of said 
developed real estate until there has been complete 
compliance with the provisions of section 131.1. 

Section 131.3 APPLICATION: An application for the city 
certifications inspections and-or certificates of occupancy 
required by the preceding section shall be filed with the 
Department of Building and Safety containing the 
minimum following required information: 

a) The number of occupants who will occupy the 
premises; 

b) The names and addresses of both purchaser and 
seller or landlord and tenant; 

c) The proposed use to be rtiade of the premises; 

d) The address of the premises sold or leased. 

Such application shall be accompanied by the fee for 
such application as shall be set by council resolution 
which shall be paid to the Department of Building and 
Safety. 

Upon receipt of the application and fee, such premises 
shall be inspected by a representative of the Department 
of Building and Safety within five (5) days and, if ap- 
proved, a certificate of occupancy shall issue. 

Sections 131.1, 131.2 and this section shall apply to all 
buildings of every type. 

Section 2. SAVINGS CLAUSE: That nothing in this Or- 
dinance or in the Building Code hereby adopted shall be 
construed to affect any suit or proceeding impending in 
any court or any rights acquitted or liability incurred or 
any cause or causes of action acquired or existing under 
any act or ordinance hereby repealed by this Ordinance; 
nor shall any just or legal right or remedy of any 
character be lost, impaired or affected by this Ordinance. 
Section 3. SEVERABILITY : Should any section, clause or 
provision of this ordinance be declared by any court of 
competent jurisdiction to be invalid, the same shall not 
affect the validity of the Ordinance as a whole or any part 
thereof other than the section, clause or provision of this 
Ordinance declared by such court of competent 
jurisdiction to be invalid. 

Section 4 EFFECTIVE DATE: The Citv Council 
recognizes that the health, safety and welfare of the 
citizens of the City of Romulus is paramount and of an 
emergency nature and, therefore, the provisions of this 
Ordinance shall take immediate effect upon publication of 
the same in the manner provided by law

“The Number*’ in 
Belleville would like to be 
mare than just a number and 
a voice on the end of the 
telephone line 
The director of the crisis 
call-in center dreams of a 
day when the services of- 
fered can expand toinclude a 
drop-in center where people 
can come in with their 
problems and questions, or 
gather for rap groups. 

The two roadblocks to this 
plan — finding a place and 
paying its rent — are the 
oniy things standing in the 
w'ay right now\ said director 
Kathy Calvillo. But those 
obstacles are quite enough to 
keep the expansion in the 
planning stage 
“At this point we haven’t 
found a place,*' she ex- 
plained “The board is 
willing to open one up, so it’s 
eventual. 

• OH. WE NT: BEEN able 
to locate places, but then the 
rent has been too high. ” 

Since the operations of 
The Number” are frnded 
entirely from community 
donations and fund-raising 
sales and events, financing is 
an important consideration 
in the plans for the drop-in 
center The facility now 
being used is too small for 
face-to-face counseling, Mrs. 
Calvillo said, so callers 
cannot come in for coun- 
seling even if they want to. 

“The Number” operates 
daily for residents of 
Belleville. Romulus, Van 
Buren Township. Sumpter 
Township, Huron and Yp- 
silanti who are in need of 
crisis counseling that is 
confidential and anonymous. 
Callers are not asked to give 
their names, and volunteer 
crisis workers do not give 
their names except an oc- 
casional first name to per- 
sonalize the conversation. 
Counselors help callers talk 
out problems, decide on 
alternative actions they can 
take to solve their difficulty 
and sometimes make 
reierrals for more extensive 
and specific help. 

The subject of reforals 
poses a problem far “The 
Number” counselors, Mrs. 
Calvillo said, because of the 
lack of any mental health 
facilities in the area. 

• THERE IS A real ab 
sence of community mental 
health services, " she ex- 
plained. “The problem in 
Belleville is that there is no 
place far them to so. The 
Number’ is pre*.ty well it.” 

That isanother reason that 
expansion of the services at 
“The Number" is desirable, 
she added 

Mrs Calvillo and the 
director of a Romulus hotline 
have talked to the director of 
the Community Mental 
Health Services for Wayne 
County. He told them that it 
would be two years before a 
mental facility even could be 
considered for the area 
“The Number" which is 
699-2039. is staffed by 53 
volunteers in addition to the 
full-time paid position of 
director and two part-time 
positions of secretary and 
coordinator of youth ac- 
tivities. A board of directors 
composed of community 
residents runs the business 
of the center 

WHILE THEY WAIT and 
look for a location for the 
drop-in cents- . the center 
continues its business of 
providing phone counseling 
for the community. 
Volunteers work 4-hour 
shifts weekly, and volunteer 
training session are held 
about four times a year man 
effort to maintain a fresh 
staff 

“Organizations are kept 
alive by new people coming 
in," she emphasized. 
“I don’t ever want to have a 
tired, bored staff person on 
the line ” 

Other jobs that volunteers 
can perform, if they don’t 
want to be a counselor, are 
numerous, ranging from 
fund-raising to planning 
activities 

One of the unique features 
of “The Number” is the age 
spectrum that is represented 
by volunteers Mrs Calvillo 
estimated that about half of 
the counselors are under 30, 
while the other half is 30 or 
older, a major difference 
between it and some other 
centers that are staffed 
primarily by young people 
THEY HANDLE calls 
relating to drugs, family or 
personal problems, medical 
information questions and 
other crisis situations 
Anonymity is very important 


in keeping the callers’ 
confidence, and the fact that 
the counseling is over the 
phone can be a positive 
factor for the caller 
“W r hena person calls “The 
Number”, he has control 


over the call,” she ex- 
plained ‘ He can hang up 
any time, he maintains 
control ” 

If drop-in facilities were 
established, call-in lines still 
would be in operation, of- 


ten ng callers face-to-face or 
phone options 
Mrs Calvillo became 
director of “The Number” in 
May , and she works to insure 
that the staff is trained 
adequately and the center 


runs smoothly. Formerly 
employed at a free clinic in 
California that handled 
similar crisis problems on a 
much larger scale, she has 
hopes that “The Number” 
can expand to offer better 


mental health fa ilities in 
Belleville and the 
surrounding area. 

Volunteers and staff 
already have started to 
dream of the numerous ways 
they could utilize the space 


and convenience of the 
center once it is moved to 
handle visitors Being the 
only mental health service in 
the city, they are just 
waiting for the chance to 
offer even more

If you’re seeking your 
physician’s advice because 
you're having bouts with 
sleeplessness, it may interest 
you to know that he's likely to 
have more sleep problems 
than you, advises Sally Ames, 
sleep consultant to a mattress 
company in Chicago. 

Reporting on a survey in the 
journal Medical Opinion, Miss 
Ames notes: "While as many 
as 15 per cent of Americans 
may suffer sleep disorders of 
varying degrees, medical 
doctors seem to have a higher 
rate of sleeplessness than 
their patients.” 

Of the 892 doctors surveyed, 
about 25 per cent said they get 
four t osix hours of sleep on the 
average; over a third com- 
plained that they seem to get 
too little sleep; and only 3 per 
cent said they can routinely 
get more than eight hours of 
slumber. 

AND IF YOU, as a layman, 
can’t determine how much 
sleep is sufficient for the 
average individual, neither 
can the doctors. Some doctors 
are satisfied by six to eight 


hours of sleep while others 
view this amount of sleep as 
insufficient. 

According to the survey, as 
many doctors suffer from 
insomnia as do their patients. 
How- does the physician heal 
himself? His remedies for his 
own sleeplessness are no 
different from those he 
prescribes for his patients 

Close to 50 per cent of the 
doctors reported that they 
turn on television or read a 
book or medical journal. 
Another 20 per cent take a 
sleep-inducing medication. 

THE REST? According to 
the study, they try everything 
from a glass of warm milk or a 
hot toddy to a cocktail or 
"counting sheep ” Others say 
that light exercisehelps Some 
report that hot showers put 
them to sleep, even though 
mo6t doctors tell their pat ients 
to take warm (never hot) 
showers or baths 

One of the things most ex- 
perts agree on as a 
requirement for sound sleep is 
a good mattress that offers 
surface comfort plus firm 
inner support.

A. Sterling silver and silver 
plated spoon trays were 
fashionable tabletop ac- 
cessories around the turn-of- 
th e-century.

These attractive boat- 
shaped tr^ys with handles 
frequently were footed They 
were decorated with ornate or 
beaded designs with fancier 
versions having a gold lining.

A. Will H. Bradley <1868- 


1962) designed Art Nouveau 
posters which won in- 
ternational recognition during 
the 1890s.

Used house can be bargain 


House shoppers in Western 
Wayne County should listen 
to the experts before making 
that big deal. While a used 
house can be a great 
bargain, specialists say it 
can also come with a host of 
built-in problems. 

“One of the biggest ad- 
vantages of an older house is 
that it generally gives you 
space for the money,” said 
Jim Boyd, extension housing 
specialist at Michigan State 
University 

An older house may also 
represent a particular ar- 
chitectural style or 
characterize a historical 
period It may offer you 
features like a formal dining 
room, hardwood floors or 
plaster walls that you could 
not afford in a new home. 

BUYING AN older house 
usually means buying intoan 
established nieghborhood. 
The lot is landscaped, streets 
are in and property owners 
are not so likely to be sad- 
dled with unexpected 
assessments for roads, 
sidewalks and other im- 
provements. You can easily 
check into schools, shopping, 
public transportation and 
neighborhood character, all 
of which may still be ‘‘on the 
drawing board” in a new-, 
housing development. 

There may be another side 
to the established neigh 
borhood. Boyd added. It may 
be deteriorating as rezoning, 
urban renewal or the 


transition from single family 
dwellings to rental units 
changes its whole face. 

“The house itself may be 
full of problems,” the 
specialist said. “Contrary to 
popular belief, houses were 
not necessarily built better 
‘in the good old days' than 
they're being built today.” 

Common problems include 
settling, which cracks walls, 
makes floors slant, makes 


Homeowners in Western 
Wayne County should get 
their lawn and garden tools 
in rood shape now by giving 
them a fall cleanup before 
slu ing them for the winter. 

Scrape all mud and grass 
off the metal parts of garden 
tools. Use coarse sand paper 
to remove rust spots. After 
they’re clean, coat the metal 
parts of the tools with a thin 
film of oil to prevent rust and 
corrosion. 

Drain all the water from 
your garden hose before 
storing it. Water that freezes 
inside it will expand and split 
the hose.

Check 
floors for dips and slants and 
try all the doors and win- 


clippers and other similar 
equipment should be stored, 
if possible, where tem- 
peratures do not go below- 
freezing, specialists advise 
Gasoline- powered tools 
like lawn edgers, rototillers 
and lawn mowers should be 
sharpened. Check to see that 
all boltsare tight. For proper 
storage of gasoline engines, 
experts advise following the 
instructions in the owners’ 
manuals.

Check also for signs of 
water damage from a leaky 
roof or basement. Be wary of 
a freshly painted basement, 
he said.
